If no response is received within t 5 days, 
the Commission may take iiwther action based on the available infomiation. 

This  matter will remain confidential in accordance with 2 U.S.C. F, ~ ~ ~ g ( a ~ ~ 4 ~ ~ ~ ~  and 
9 437g(s)(12)(A) unless you notify the Commission in writing that you wish the matter to be made 
public. If you intend tcp be represented bf counsel in this matter, piease advise the Commission by 
comp'neting the enclosed form srating the n m e ,  address and telephone number of such counsel, md 
authorizing such cosnsel to receive any notifications and d i e s  cornmimications from the 
Commission.
